THE FARMER AND WALL ST. 


The farmers of the country, and particu- 


larly of the west, in such states as Iowa, Kansas 
and Nebraska, have been, and still are in des- 
perate .condition because of the demands being 
made on the country banks by the city banks and 
ty the Federal Reserve Board on both, to call in 
loans, and the farmers without being able to sell 
their crops without anything save a heavy loss 
are naturally in despair. 


The reason as given has been that in some 


regions the elevators are still full of 1919 wheat, 
with cars almost impossible to obtain. In other 
sections it is reported that the farmer has been 
holding back his crop for the purpose of obtain- 
ing $3.00 wheat. If this is the case, he only has 
himself to blame. 


The weekly news letter of the Department 


of Agriculture for the week of October 20th de- 
clares that the average 3-eturn on the invest- 
ment for farmers in 1918 was only 7Jc, in 1913, 


and most of the farmers are making less

The closing down of credit has not only 


affected the farmer of the north, but the cotton 
growers of the south, and the question naturally 
arises as to why, with the banking resources of 
the nation at fifty-three billion dollars or more, 
there should be such difficulties in regard to 
credit. 


'JThe actual cause of this trouble, of course, 


is in dispute, as the causes of such difficulties 
usually are, but it is significant that the comp- 
troller of the currency declares that at the very 
moment when the farmers of the west were 
seeking funds with which to move their prod- 
ust, that more than a billion dollars was being 
loaned on Wall Street as call money. In other 
words, a good deal of the money of the large 
banks of the east is being utilized for speculative 
purposes and naturally if the strings are drawn 
too tight on money m Wall Street there will be a 
tumbling in the prices of stocks which would re- 
sult in failures, and of course as it comes be- 
tween the failures in Wall Street and failures of 
farmers, the farmer as usual gets the short end 
of it.

Health Commissioner, Dr. G. E. French, has issued 


the following information to teachers relative to the 
methods that should be employed in case of communi- 
cable disease. The instructions are easy to carry out 
and if the rules laid down are adhered to serious epi- 
demics may be averted.
